Saudi Market Update 

• TASI closed 0.3% lower to 7,412 while NOMUC gained 0.7% to 
8,331 on Monday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 5.9bn and 
averaged SAR 17.3bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 21.1% of the daily traded 
value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets closed 0.2% higher on Monday, trading 
at P/E (TTM) of 17.7x vs. 21.2x for TASI. 

• Banks and Materials declined 0.2%. Telecom closed 0.6% lower. 
Pharma, Biotech & Life Science (up 1.7%) was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Amlak International for Real 
Estate Finance Co. (1182/), Tihama Advertising & Public 
Relations Co. (4070/TAPRCO AB), and Naseej International 
Trading Co. (1213/), led the gainers. 

• According to the Justice Ministry, the value of KSA's real estate 
transactions increased 21% Y/Y to SAR 12.8bn (USD 3.4bn) in 
May-June 2020. Real estate deals grew by 145% M/M, or SAR 
7.6bn (USD 2.03bn), compared to the previous month. (Source: 
Argaam) 

• Advanced Petrochemical Co. (2330/APPC AB) expects 
polypropylene prices to rise above USD 900 (SAR 3,375) per ton, 
after sinking below USD 800 (SAR 3000) per ton in Q1 2020, 
driven by improved prices and demand from China and South 
East Asia. (Source: Argaam) 

• King Salman Energy Park's (SPARK) Chairman said that the first 
phase of the project is 60% complete, expecting finalizing the 
development process in 2021. He added that the project 
allocated additional 3 square kilometers to develop the logistics 
zone and dry port. (Source: Argaam) 

• Saudi Real Estate Co. (4020/SRECO AB) signed an agreement 
with National Commercial Bank (1180/NCB AB) to restructure an 
existing SAR 2.07bn (USD 551 mn) credit facility to match the 
company's future cash flows. Under the previous agreement, the 
credit financing period was 4 years after which the amount 
would be paid as lump sum on May 31, 2019. (Source: Argaam) 

• Saudi Arabian Cooperative Insurance Co. (8100/SAICO AB) 
expected its gross written premiums (GWPs) for motor insurance 
to be positively impacted after the General Department of Traffic 
announced completion of the automatic linking of motor 
insurance procedures in its records at the National Information 
Center. (Source: Argaam)

GCC & Global Markets Update 

• US markets ended mixed on Monday. S8iP 500 and NASDAQ 
declined 0.9% and 2.1%, respectively. Dow Jones Industrial 
closed flat. In Europe, UK and Germany closed 1.3% higher, 
while France closed 1.7% higher. 

• Asian markets are trading in the red on Tuesday. China and 
Japan are down 1.1% and 1.0%, respectively. South Korea is 
trading 0.8% lower. Hong Kong and India are trading 1.7% and 
0.9% lower, respectively, in the morning session. 

• GCC markets ended mixed on Monday. Dubai and Abu Dhabi 
decreased 0.9% and 0.2%, respectively. Kuwait gained 0.4%, 
while Qatar declined 0.4%. Oman closed 0.2% lower, while 
Bahrain closed 0.1% higher. 

• OPEC+, the oil alliance led by Saudi Arabia and Russia, is close 
to a deal that will add roughly 2 million barrels per day of 
additional oil supply to current levels. (Zawyo) 

• The Central Bank of Oman is spearheading the establishment of 
a dedicated agency to manage the country's national payment 
systems, as part of a broader effort to spur the nation's 
transformation into a cashless society. The new agency is 
expected to manage the country's payment systems, print 
cheque books and plastic cards for customers, and operate a 
customer call centre as well.
